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The Consolidated Debt Bill.

Tux only serious objection which sesms to
be wrged against Secretary McCurntoon’s
plan of funding the Interest-bearing portion
of our national debt into a long five per
cent loan, I8 to that feature of It which pro-
poses to make the stock entirely free of all
taxation, municipal, State, or national. If
this were wholiy a new featurs, it might be
expected to encounter opposition; but it Is
not. Not a dollar of our national debt is now
subject to municipal or State taxatian. It
has never been the policy of the Government
to subject its obligations o the uncertainties
of such burdens, for the simple reason that
It would thereby put itself’ completely at the
merey of the States. A United States stock,
subject to State or municipal taxation, might
have its entire Interest eaten up in that way,
and thus become utterly valueless as an in-
veatment. The most that could be done, if
such a policy were entered upon at all, would
be to fix a limit beyond which local or State
taxation should not be imposed. Bul evon
this is impracticable with reference to our
present debt, because it was contracted nnder
an agreement that it should be free from
guch taxation; and any violation of that
agreement would be repudiation, which, of
course, 1a not to be thought of.

State or muniecipal taxation ol
States bonds is therefore out of the guestion;
and the only remaining consideration is
whether the Government would make more
money by allowing the debt to remain in its
present form, subject to its present rate of
national taxation, and bearing its present high
rates of interest, or by funding it into a long
loan at a reduced rate of interest and free of
all taxation? The present taxation of nationsy
bonds i the tax upon the income arising from
them. Sepator SHERMAN, in Introducing the
pending bill, said of this present fncome tax
upon United States bonds, that it did not rea-
lize to the Government one-tenth of one per
cent. on the aggregate debt. He says:—

“It cannot be denied toat a strong feeling
grow= out of the exemption Irom S.ate tuaation
of 50 large an amount ol property, and various
prl)p{)ﬁlliuns have been made Lo sublject them o
tuxation by toe United Swates. While they bear
interest 5t o raie eqoal to tune phid in most of
the States on notes and seeurities sabjoet to tax,
this fealing ot inequahlity will continue to in-
crease.

States, bul owing 10 the
six hundred dollar exemption, now proposdd lo

be increased to one thousand dollars, and also

than onmn{x ol one per cent, on the agere cate
debt, In consideration o! the reduction in the
rite of interest trom #ix and seven and three.

ges to extend the present exemption from

tate taxation to the ancomerax, and will, n
effect, secure to the United States a réedueiion of
one-sixth ol the present Interest fund, with bt
the trifhing 1084 of the income,”

Suppose, then, we take the Seven-thirties, |
and convert them into the proposed five per |

cent. stock, and free it from the income tax;
how will the operation stand? We shall lose
the income tax, amounting to one-tenth ol
one per cent.; we shall save the reduetion of
interest from seven and three-tenths per cent,
to be five per cent ; our net gain, theretore,
will be two and two-tenths per cent.

Upon the six per cent. stocks we shall
save by the reduction ome per cent.; and
deducting the one-tenth of one per cent.

income tax, we have a net gain of nine-tenths |

ol one per cent. The gain, therefore, to the
Government by giving up its income tax, if it
can thereby secure the funding of the debt
into a five per cent. loan, is at a rate ol 22 to
1 upon the Seven-thirties, and 9 to 1 upon
the six per cents. As a flnancial operation,
then, we had much better give up the insigni-
ficant income tax, and secure the reduction
ol interest.

As we remarked the other day, this saving
so far as the payment of interest is con
corned, is equivalent to the wiping out of two
hundred and seventy-five millions of the
principal of the Seven-thirties, or three hun-
dred and thirty-three millions of the six per
cents, That Is, were two hundred and
seventy-five millions of the Seven-thirties
or three hundred and thirty-three mil
lions of the six per conts. to be pald
to-dny, and our total debt thus much
reduced, the amount of interest we should
thereby save would be just equal to
what we would save by the proposed fund-
ing of the present debt into a five per cent.
loan, As a matter of national eeonomy,
therglore, the taxation of the bonds had bet-
ter be given up, if the proposed reduction ln
iuterest can thereby be secured,

But there is another view of this question
of taxation worthy ol consideratlos. ‘The
fooling ageiost the exemption of United
States bonds from taxation arises almost
wholly in connection with municipal and State
taxation. It is where a city or a State flads
that ita revenues are dimin'shed by this ex-
emption that complaints are made, The re-
duction of 1he rate of Inteérest upon national
securities to the low figure of five per cont,
would go far to remove all oceasion for these
loeal grumblings, Where, as in our State,
the legal rate of inverest is only six per cent.,
snd the holders of Government loaus are
many of them receiving seven and three-
teuths per cent., there seems to be just ground
of complaint If the latter are exempted from
taxation. But If the Government intersst
were reduced to five per cent., this invidioos
discrimivation would be done away, or, at
least, would be less manifest than it is now.
However, this freedom from taxation g not
an essential part of Becretary MoQuLLoon’s
plan for consolidating the debt. Its object is
to create an jinducement for the taking of the
new loan. If the funding ean be accomplished
without that inducement, so much the better,

and of such eviflent weight, that we do not
wonder at shoe almost universal expression ol
sentiment in its tavor. No financial mpasure
